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A Man’s Birthday 


TWENTY-FOUR YEARS ago the Allies and 
the Germans were entrenched against 
each other in mortal combat, but in at 
least one sector the erstwhile enemies celebrated 
Christmas Day together in no man’s land.* It was 
a spontaneous, undeclared armistice and a most re- 
markable demonstration of the power of man’s 
innate desire for peace and brotherly love. 

Nobody knew exactly how this undeclared ar- 
mistice began. Some said it began when four un- 
armed German soldiers approached the Allied 
trenches, and told the commanding officer they 
desired only to wish each one a happy Christmas. 
A meeting place for further conferences was ap- 
pointed halfway between the lines. Before aston- 
ished commissioned and noncommissioned officers 
realized what was taking place, German and 
Allied soldiers were mingling cordially all along 
the line in what was probably one of the oddest 
peace conventions the earth ever saw. 

These men had been trying for months to slay 
one another, but now of a sudden they were ex- 
changing smiles and greetings. They traded soap

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and cigarettes for sausages and other barter goods, 
and fraternized in sundry ways. 

The war went on, but perhaps not quite as 
before. Men kept recalling, with wonder and with 
wistfulness, how easily peace had come. All that 
was required was a sincere desire to live in peace 
and brotherhood with others, even those who had 
been called enemies. 

The desire for peace, lying latent in these 
soldiers, had been sparked into expression by the 
instinctive action of the four men who made the 
initial gesture toward friendliness. The impetus 
behind this demonstration was the natural desire 
within every man’s heart for peace; and the com- 
ing of the birthday of a man who had been called 
the Prince of Peace reminded them of this. 

This story, while true, has been retold until 
it has many versions. One version has it that the 
informal armistice lasted three days; that during 
those three days shells remained unexploded and 
not a rifle shot was fired. Whatever the varying 
details of the story, the lesson involved never 
changes: 

Peace springs up spontaneously when there is 
a sincere desire for it. It prevails where men sin- 
cerely desire it and make a definite determined 
effort toward it. Peace ruled for three days over. 
men who were in the midst of war, It would have 
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continued to rule among them had they all, 
aggressor and defendant, private and officer and 
general and war lord, continued to desire it more 
than conflict. 

Peace is the gift of God, eternally available 
on the battlefield as well as in church, for in its 
true essence it is an attitude of mind. The formula 
for peace is sincere desire to live peace. Many per- 
sons today are hoping for peace, even praying for 
peace, but not earnestly or consistently enough to 
give the necessary support and impetus to peace. 
Were we truly to love peace enough to live for it, 
to work for it, to dedicate our thoughts, speech, 
and actions to its governorship, there would not 
be any force strong enough to challenge our power 
of peace. 

Two thousand years ago Jesus lived peace so 
attractively that miracles of peace are now wrought 
in His name, and His birthday, the celebration of 
Christmas, again turns the thoughts of countless 
millions toward good will to all mankind. 

What miracles of peace could be wrought today 
by a thousand men who elected not merely to wish 
for peace but to follow steadfastly in the footsteps 
of the man who loved peace so completely that He 
lived it memoriably! 

Who will enlist for this thousand ?
